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REPORT OF LIMERICK HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintending School Committee, and Citizens 
of Limerick: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Principal of 
Limerick High School. 
School opened September 12, 1949, with the fol- 


lowing enrollment by classes:

During the year the enrollment has been reduced 
by four. Three losses were due to the families moving — 


‘from the town, and one left to join the U. S. Navy. In 


past reports I have referred to the school’s attendance 
problem, and the importance of regular attendance. That 
is still one of our jobs and we need the parents help to 


_ assure that absences are limited to the minimum. An 


effort is made by the school to establish marks of the 
pupil’s progress every six weeks and we do this so that 
the parents may get a regular check on their child’s 
work. In cases where the need indicates trouble we 
urge the parents to feel free to check with us. 

The importance of High School activities are be- 
coming more and more recognized as being a vital part 
of a school program. That important things are learn- 
ed in team games within an athletic program, has long 
been proven. Aside from that fact when a young person 
is busy in sports he is not in trouble. I hope that the 
Citizens of Limerick will continue to improve upon the 


facilities needed for a healthy and worthwhile activity 
' program. The older ones still like watching their boys 


and girls play the games and are proud whenever a good 
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showing is made. Our part is then to make available 
the best facilities possible. 

Before concluding this report I want to extend my 
compliments to the parents who are working so hard to 
make the P.T.A. an active and helpful organization. It 
is a small but lively group, which we feel sure will at- 
tract many others. The teachers are delighted, and 
anxious to do their part as members of this group. 

It has been another good year working with you, 
the Citizens, the teachers, the Superintending School 
Committee, and Mr. Wright, and I hope that this good 
spirit of cooperation continues for the mutual benefit 
of our young people.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


Citizens of Limerick: 

I submit for your consideration the annual report 
of schools. 

Elementary enrollment is 138, classified as follows: 
Grade one, 18; Grade two, 17; Grade three, 22; Grade 
a 17; Grade five, 15; Grade six, 17; Grade seven, 

; Grade eight, 15. 

There has been one change in "he teaching’ per- 
sonnel. At the opening of school in September, Mrs. 


Gertrude Parento was engaged to teach grades four 


and five, filling a vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Mrs. Alice R. Durgin. 

Necessary repairs have been made including the 
purchase of new window shades for the first grade room 
and the front side of the building. Mr. Lucien Vermette, 
the janitor takes excellent care of school property. 

- A mean situation exists which we hope, in the near 
future, to remedy. During rainy weather water settles in 
the yard at the rear of the building causing a layer of 
mud, much of which, naturally finds its way to the floors 
of the halls and classrooms. Grading would overcome 


‘ this condition. 


The present lighting system is inadequate. Money 
could be well invested in the installation of a modern 
system of fluorescent lights. Another matter for con- 
sideration is the institution of a hot lunch program. 
Most towns are utilizing government surplus products 


in such programs and finding it very worthwhile. 


I am grateful to the teachers, the school board, and 
all citizens for their co-operation during the year just 
ended.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the Superintending 
School Committee and the Citizens of Limerick: 

As Supervisor of Music, I am pleased to submit the 
following music report for the past year. | 

The five point program namely: singing, playing, 
dancing, creating and listening, is being carried out ac- 
cording to a progressive plan. 

The New Music Horizons Books are being used 
throughout the grades. 

The work of grades one and two includes many 
rote songs, singing games and a program of rhythmic © 
activities. Books are placed in the hands of the pupils 
of grade two and they are taught how to follow the 
words with the music. This is a “Reading Readiness” 
program directed towards preparing the pupil for the 
study of music theory that begins at the third grade 
level. . ; 

Reading music with syllables and pitch names, folk 
dancing and rhythmic drill are included in the plan of 
instruction for the third grade. 

Grades four and five sing from Book V of the above 
named series. Two-part music is the goal, although 
many unison songs are sung. The pupils receive a thor- 
ough drill in the fundamentals of music to include theory 
and syllables. Grades six, seven and eight sing in one 
group. Here are voices to include three and four part 
music. Folk dancing and rhythmic drill are given a> 
prominent place in this program as well as a continu- 
ation of music theory study | 

The High School Chorus includes nearly all of the 
student body. The singing parts available are soprano, 
alto and bass. Some eighth grade singers have been 
invited to join the chorus to balance the parts.

A Christmas program was given by grades one 
thvough five and a Spring program will be given near 
the close of the Spring term by grades six, seven and 
eight. The proceeds from these programs is placed in 
», school fund and used for the benefit of the pupils. 

Parents and friends of the school are cordially in- 
vited to visit the various music classes and activities at 
any time. | 

To the Teachers I extend my thanks for their fine 
cooperation, sustained interest and support so necessary 
fo” the success of any course in Educaticn.

Annual Report of Public Health Nurse 


Limerick 


Measurable results from the better application of 
better health programs cannot be expected overnight 


.. but this conscientious pursuit must inevitably be reflect- 


ed in improved mortality and morbidity records, as well 
as in happier, healthier lives for the families in Limer- 
ick. A healthier America waits upon and depends upon 
the adoption of a sound health program. 

— Your public health nurse is vitally interested in the 


Whole family, although home visits are made primarily 


to prenatals, infants, preschool, school children, tuber- 
culosis, venereal diseases, communicable diseases, and 
handicapped children with cardiac and orthopedic de- 


fects. Home visiting is determined by the need for in- 


terpretation of the problem and acquainting the family 
with resources within the community for prevention 
and correction. } 

Five Child Health Conferences were held during the 
summer, with Dr. Rowe attending physician and mem- 
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bers of the Limerick Health Council. Total attendance 
was 87 infants and preschools; 35 were given physical 
examinations; 12 were vaccinated against smallpox; 12 
were immunized against diphtheria, whooping cough, 
and tetanus. 


In the spring, three Immunization Clinics were held 
at the school attended by Dr. Rowe, public health nurse, 
and members of the local health council. Vaccination 
against smallpox and immunization against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, and tetanus were given to pupils hav- 
. Ing parental consent. 

During the school year, the nurse discusses many 
problems concerning school children with the teachers, 
and home visits are made to assist in remedying the 
problems. Good teacher-nurse parent rapport makes a 
better home and school relationship. 


Early in the fall, audiometer tests were given to all 
pupils above the second grade. Home visits are being 
made to parents of those having a hearing defect, to 
assist in planning for correction. ; 

Again this year, the Limerick Health Council have 
made plans with the Mobile Dental Unit of the State 
Division of Dental Health, for a return visit to Limerick. 
To make this program possible, meant the untiring ef- 
forts of the Health Council and financial assistance 
within the community. 


The Limerick Health Council has been active 
throughout the year. It is this interest and close work- 


ing relationship with the community, the nurse, and - 


doctors which makes a sound and successful health pro- 
gram. ,

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Report of Fire Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Limerick: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year end- 
ing February 20, 1950. 


During the last year the department answered 20 
calls which consisted of 12 chimney, 2 oil, 3 brush, 1. 
camp and 2 house fires. It handled 4,500 feet of hose 
and raised 800 feet of ladders. 


The department has added quite a few new mem- 
bers so the: man strength is now up to standard. We 
are hoping to fix up a tank truck this summer which 
would be a great help to everyone. We are asking $600 
for our regular appropriation and $300 for hose. 

As being Town Forest Fire Warden, I would like. 
for the citizens to read one of the laws under the Forest 
Fire Prevention and Control laws passed in 1949. 


Burning Permits 


It is unlawful for any person to kindle a fire for 
purposes of clearing land of burning logs, or stumps 
roots, brush, slash, fields of dry grass, pasture and 
‘blueberry land, except when the ground is covered with 
snow without first obtaining a written permit. Permits 
are issued by the town forest fire warden. 

A permit is necessary for any person to burn even 
on his own land. A burning permit does not relieve the 
person of legal responsibility if the fire is allowed to 

escape or causes damage to property of another. 
We wish to thank the town officers and the citizens 
of Limerick for their support during the last year. I 
also wish to thank the members of the Fire Department 
for their faithful service.

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COMMENTS 


-Town of Limerick 


February 21, 1948 to February 18, 1949 


An examination has been completed of the books 
and records of the Town of Limerick for the municipal 
year ended February 18, 1949. ' This examination con- 
sisted of a review of the financial transactions recorded 
by the Selectmen, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 

The cash balance was approximately the same as 
that of the previous year end, and the deficit of the 
Town was decreased by $2,165.48. The factors causing 
this decrease are presented on Exhibit C of this report. 
A comparative statement of assets and liabilities (Ex- 
hibit A) and a statement of revenue and expenditures 
(Exhibit B) are also included in this report. 


ASSETS 


Cash available for current use, amounted to $9,- 
348.50 at the year end, which amount reconciled with 
the statement issued by the depository bank. The Treas- 
urer’s recorded receipts and deposits were analyzed to 
determine if receipts were promptly deposited in the 
bank. This analysis revealed that there was undepos- 
ited cash amounting to $1,854.21 on February 18, 1949. 
- A further analysis revealed that the cash on hand at 
February 18, 1949 was deposited on March 2, 1949. All 
receipts, as recorded, were deposited currently in the 
bank, with the exception of the amount Re agu ely men- 
tioned, 

The 1948 valuation book was added and Ls, to 
the commitment book. The total assessment was ac- 
counted for by cash paid the Treasurer, abatements, un- 
paid real estate taxes secured by tax liens and unpaid 
taxes of $115.93. The detail supporting the 1948 taxes 
receivable is shown on Schedule A-6. 3 

The tax liens and deeds, acquired by the Town thru 
non-payment of taxes, were examined. The reserves, set 
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up to compensate for any losses in collection of taxes 
receivable, tax liens and deeds, appear to be adequate. 
No verification of uncollected taxes, tax liens and tax 
deeds was made as complete lists of these items were 
printed in the annual town report. 


LIABILITIES 


There were deductions from salaries and wages 
totaling $362.37 for withholding tax and Teachers’ 
Pensions, which had not been remitted to the proper 
agencies at the year end. The sum of $5.00 was alse 
due the Excise Tax Collector on account of an over- 
payment. 

The bonded debt outstanding was decreased $1,- 
000.00 by payment of the bond which matured during 
vuhe municipal year. An appropriation for this purpose 
was made at the annual town meeting. 


RESERVES AND DEFICIT 


Appropriation balances, carried forward to the en- 
suing year, were approximately $2,000.00 less then the 
previous year. 


GENERAL 


The 1948 excise tax receipts, No. 276 to No. 455 
and those for 1949, No. 1 to No. 116 were verified from 
the copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. It 
was ascertained that the Collector—Andrew F. Philpot 
had overpaid $5.00 on receipt No. 383, which amount 
has been set up as an account payable. 

Corporate surety bonds were furnished by the 
Treasurer and Tax Collector.
